What Is Done With New York’s Do- 
.funct Cab Horses. 


Yhe death rate among metropolitan 
horses for the present month is not 
nearly so high as it was during the 
months of July. and August. Some 
forty or fifty is a conservative estimate 
of the number that leave the offal dock 
in North River daily on their last jour- 
ney to Barren Island. During the hot 
summer months and in the depth of 
the winter season, when horses suffer 
greatly from heat-and cold respective- 
ly the death rate is much higher or 
almost double. In 1896 during @ hot 
spell upward of 1,600 dead horses were 
handled by the authorities in four and 
a half days. 

The number. of horses moving 
through. the streets of the metropoliy 
has been estimated at 90,000, While 
horses are not used;so much as in 
former years: becatise of the introdu: 
tion of other. motive powers, the num: 
ber in this: city has not decreased. 
This: is owing to the rapid growth ‘of 
the city. But it is quite jikely that:
